The  USAF  has  a  plan  for  an  electronic  ERG  (elRB)  but  the  roll-out  date  is  dependent  on  elRB  being  fully  functional  The 
Army  and  the  Navy  have  suspended  their  use  of  elRB  due  to  system  issues  and  for  webinar  training  updates.  Most  is¬ 
sues  identified  to  date  have  been  corrected  or  mitigated  through  release  of  a  software  patch.  The  DHA  elRB  Executive 
Steering  Committee  has  authorized  the  development  of  a  standardized  training  program  for  all  Component  elRB  users,  f 
This  will  be  a  training  environment/arena  created  to  allow  realistic  practice  of  the  elRB  system.  Updates  regarding  elRB

Per  Lt  Col  Imelda  Catalasan,  Director,  Air  Force  Research  Oversight  and  Compliance  Division,  Air  Force  Medical 
Support  Agency  { AFMSA  SGE-C),  81MDG  Keesler  AFB  and  GQMDG  Travis  AFB  will  be  the  first  pilot  sites  to  initiate  elRB 
use  for  the  USAF;  this  is  projected  for  early  2017.  The  59  MDW,  Keesler  and  Travis  are  scheduled  to  come  fully  on-line 
summer  or  fall  of  2017.  Every  Investigator,  regardless  of  site,  will  be  afforded  their  own  personal  elRB  account.  At 
present,  non-DoD  institutions  with  an  IAIR  cannot  be  uploaded  to  elRB  and  will  be  managed  off-line  by  their  DoD  IRB  of 
Record,  This  matter  should  be  resolved  late  Summer  2017  and  all  non-DoD  sites  collaborating  with  DoD  sites  will  be  able 
to  get  their  investigators  an  elRB  account  for  future  research.  The  59MDW  POC  for  future  elRB  updates  is  Dr,  Grant,
